Keep emailing Athena for other questions, but | had seen this request 
from another CD before | left and here is what | told them. 


You can try to respond that the request is not seeking an identifiable 
public record but there is a risk that a judge would disagree with 

this assessment. lt seems likely that a judge would treat the chat 
client just like a word doc or email message. Assuming there was no 
chat client "running on your computer right at" the "moment" your 
received your request, you would have a better defense. 


Assuming the request is seeking an identifiable document, you are not 
required to take a Screen shoi of your deskiop because the file type 
that is created in a screen grab (ihe graphics file) is not one "that 

has been used by the agency to create copies for its own use or for 
provision to other agencies." My advice is that you print an image of 
the chat client onto paper and provide the paper copy.
